The Libetal nomination meet- 
Ing in Burnaby-Richmond, where 
Douglas .is a candidate, takes 
place Thursday night. 

The riding includes 8,000 
voters in the North Vancouver- 
Capilano provincial riding which 
Mr. Perrault held.

(AP)—Senator Robert F. Kennedy 
marched to victory in Nebraska’s Democratic presiden- 
tial primary and turned his campaign guns today toward 
Vice-President Hubert H. Humphrey—with a suggestion 
that battered rival Senator Eugene J, McCarthy join 


him. 

‘the New York senator re- 
ceived 51 per cent of the vote 
for a majority over McCarthy, 
President Johmson and write-ins 
for Humphrey, 

MeCarthy, with 31 per cent of 
the ballots, absorbed ‘his second 
defeat. by Kennedy in ‘a week. 

McCarthy ran third in the In- 
diana primary May 7 with 27 
per cent of the vote compared 
with Kennedy’s 42 per cent. Gov. 
Roger D. Branigin was second 
in that race; However, the Min- 
nesota. senator said he would 
campaign through the primaries 
ahead and was not interested in 
an alliance with Kennedy. 

Richard M. Nixon collected 70 
per cent of the Republican vote 
—a victory of greater magni- 
tude than he had anticipated. 

Governor Ronald Reagan of 
California, who polled a surpris- 
ing 22 per cent, said he was 
gratified and would not refuse 
the Republican nomination if it 
were offered, 

Rut Reagan said he is not 
going to become a candidate, 
and will not campaign for the 
nomination,

HE PROLONGED ECLIPSE 
which followed Mr. Stanfield’s 
spectacular choice as leader-of the 
Conservative Party last fall was 
confidently ‘explained. by Conserv- 
ative supporters as a planned fam- 
iliarization. period designed to 
permit the Nova Scotia provincial 
leader to convert to the federal 
scene. . This appeared to be a logical 
enough step, and adequate explan- 
ation for the parliamentary silence 
which generally cloaked Mr. Stan- 
field during the last session. He was 
learning, planning, assessing, it was 
said, and this balanced up the loss 
‘of the nation-wide public attention 
“and enthusiasm with which he had 
been launched. at Toronto. 


* * * 


“Occasionally Mr. Stanfield sur- 
faced to charge that the Liberal 
government had no policy on this or 
that matter, without enlarging on 
what his own party’s thight be, but 
the general feeling was that very 
soon he would emerge in the strong, 
man-of-action image which had been 
glimpsed at Toronto and make a 
telling impact on the country. 


~. ‘That time has come. It has 
been here, in fact; for several weeks, 
and if ever Mr. Stanfield is to make 
his impact it is now, as the national 
election contest gathers momentum. 
But somehow the swing of the spot- 
light is missing Mr. Stanfield. The 
consensus seems to be that Bob is 
a very decent fellow, honest and all 
that, and very conscientious — but 
where is he at the moment, what is 
he saying, what has he done that is 
new? And the answers become 
confused. 


One matter on which the Con- 
servative leader has been quoted is 
in connection with the controversy 
over the Quebec demand for direct 
representation abroad. But Mr. 
Stanfield’s tentative toe-dipping in 
this swirling pool produced mainly 
some accusations that the federal 
government had been tardy in 
arranging constitutional talks which 


“would have avoided the Hassle. It ~ 


has been shown, of course, that on 
the contrary it was the provinces 
which had delayed their arrange- 
ments, and that in addition Premier 
Johnson had avoided answering 
urgent Ottawa messages on the 
matter. On the vital question of 
water exports, Mr. Stanfield speaks 
vaguely of a “collective approach” 
to all resources, apparently based 
on the idea of sharing them jointly 
with our ten-times-larger neighbor 
to the south. 


* * * 


On his only three concrete pro- 
posals Mr. Stanfield has wandered 
far from the image of sound finan- 
cial responsibility. with which he 
began his federal career. As the 
guardian of the taxpayer, he has 
not yet explained how the country 
would pay for his proposed guaran- 
teed income, his national pollution 
control authority, or his housing 
land banks. Such plans may have 
merit, but they are not economy 
moves, and they should be accom- 
panied by some suggestion as to 
how they would be paid for. 


So much for Mr. Stanfield’s cam- 
paign to date. The lights of Toronto 
are far behind, and the lights of 
Ottawa are pretty dim ahead. 


The Struggle Continues 


(Arras AGREEMENT AT 
committee level between the 
two houses of Congress on a taxation 
increase—spending decrease bill may 
be the break in the log-jam of fiscal 
policy which President Johnson has 
been seeking for almost a year. But 
the legislation as it stands now— 
imposing a tax surcharge expected to 
yield $10 billions, and spending cuts 
to be applied by the executive total- 
ling $6 billions—is still deficient con- 
sidering the changed circumstances 
from a year ago, And there is still 
no certainty that it will be passed 
by Congress. 

The President’s request for a $10 
billions surtax was primarily to fin- 
ance the heavy budget deficit result- 
ing from the Vietnam war. It was 
recognized, at the same time, that a 
great deal of money was going to be 
needed for domestic programs, par- 
ticularly the pressing needs of pro- 
viding aid to economically depressed 
areas. But the conservatives in Con- 
gress by insisting on the 56 billions 
budget cut have effectively tor- 
pedoed any domestic initiatives while 
by their delay on the surtax they 
have helped the country’s economy 
into a near-runaway inflation. Al- 
though interest rates are at a hun- 
dred-year peak, consumer and cor- 
porate spending is rising. Prices are 


going up at a rate of 4 per cent and 
wages at 6 per cent while, with 
nearly full employment, productivity 
is slipping. 


The present crisis, which has had 
a depressing effect on the Canadian 
economy and threatened a chaotic 
international monetary situation, 
cannot be entirely blamed on Con- 
gress since President Johnson, more 
than two years ago, turned down the 
advice of his economic advisers that 
taxes should be increased immed- 
iately. The long-term result of this 
has been a grim battle between Con- 
gress and executive over assignment 
of the blame for the present situa- 
tion. 


Insistence that spending be cut 
by $6. billions when Mr. Johnson 
says that $4 billions is the top 
acceptable limit is only part of the 
battle. The legislation directing that 
the President shall be responsible 


for deciding what parts of the bud-_. 


get program will be pared down is 
designed to shift responsibility from 
the Congress—sensitive about many 
areas of spending in this election 
year—to the President. A spending 
cut of.$6 billions is a potential cause 
of considerable unemployment and 
few legislators want the responsi- 
bility for. that.

Cymru Party—the Welsh na- 
tionalists who speak their native 
tongue—-was’ generally, considered 
a joke in Britain, particularly in 
London. Now Plaid Cymru has one 
member in parliament and, in the 
opinion of some analysts who have 
studied the position of the Labor 
Party in Welsh affections recently, 
the nationalists could sweep away 
Prime Minister Wilson’s formerly 
safe seats in Wales. 

Plaid Cymru leaders show a buoy- 
ant confidence. They report the 
strong age group in their growing 
membership to be Welsh between 
18 and 35 years of age. Their awk- 
ward amateurism in politics is giv- 
ing way to more efficient perform- 
ance and they expect steady change 
eventually to bring about independ- 
ence for Wales. 


At this distance from the scene 
of their operations, two alternatives 
explain their current popularity. 
They could be beneficiaries of the 
winds of change blowing in strongly 
nationalist directions in various 
parts of the world. Or they could 
represent a localized Welsh disil- 
lusionment with a British Labor 
government suffering general loss 
of public appeal. ; 

The Welsh need no instruction on 
the waning health of their former- 
ly busy coal and steel industries. 
They recognize a need for some 
other employment field to replace 
them — perhaps in petrochemicals. 
And, throughout the area, there 
appears to be a restless resentment 
against the government in London 
that is unable to produce the alter- 
native which could lead to a meas- 
ure of Welsh prosperity-

Cross Purpose Problems in Government 


Hi aes prime minister’s statement of 
Friday. on regional development is 
a further indication that the parties, for 
lack of policy, are being forced to im- 
provise in this election campaign. One 
of the difficulties with big government— 
not peculiar to Canada—is that it tends 
to be mindless government. Responsibili- 
ties overlap; effort is dispersed through a 
variety of depart- 
ments and agencies, 
It is difficult to se- 
cure effective co- 
ordination and what 
is attempted by one 
branch may be neu- 
tralized by the work 

another with a 
different set of 
values and priorities. 
Thisis no new 
discovery. Mr. Pear- 
son was never satisfied with the struc- 
ture of government and was constantly 
attempting to reallocate functions for 
greater efficiency. While some improve- 
ments were probably effected, the most 
visible result of this experimentation was 
that the government got bigger and big- 
ger. Thus it was thought advisable to 
create a new department of-energy with 
the quite absurd consequence that a line 
had_to be drawn through Hudson Bay to 
separate the responsibilties of Mr. Pepin 
from those of Mr. Laing. 


Whoever wins the election, it is now 
clear from the pronouncements of Mr, 
Trudeau and Mr. Stanfield that there is 
to be a new effort to rationalize the 
sprawling federal administration. 


Mr.° Stanfield, mercifully, has not 
proposed a new department to deal with 
pollution. His long paper on the subject 
— less policy than approach to policy — 
ealls for an agency to co-ordinate the 
work of the various scattered branches 
now directly or indirectly concerned with 
pollution problems, This might be helpful 
although it is perhaps worth noting that 
Mr. Pearson got nowhere when he 
attempted in a similar fashion to 
organize the over-publicized “war on 
poverty.” 


New Department 


On Friday Mr. Trudeau proposed a 
new depariment to deal with problems of 
regional disparity. At the outset, the 
minister responsible would take over 
ARDA and FRED from the department 
of forestry and the area development 
program from the department of indu- 
stry, The prime minister also suggested 
that the Atlantic Development Board and 
Cape Breton Development Corporation 
might form part of the same grouping. 


If the proposal was that the depart- 
ment of forestry (a Conservative innova- 
tion) and the department of industry (a 
Liberal contribution) should be liquidated 
at the same—time, there would be more 
to_be—said for_this idea. Mr. Trudeau 
said nothing, however, about dismnantling 
existing departments. 


Western 


The essential, difficulty would in any 
case remain. Mf, Trudeau seems not ‘to 
have reccnciled the general and parti- 
cular. The first three of these programs 
are applicable to any under-developed 
region anywhere in the country but the 
prime minister’s thought is directed so 
specifically at one region that he spoke 
at one point of a ministry of Atlantic 
development roughly comparable to the 
ministry of northern development. 

There is a case here and Mr. Trudeau 
made it; in a sense he over-made it. 
Even in generally prosperous provinces 
there are problem areas but they are not 
so serious that they cannot be dealt with 
primarily by provincial action. On the 
other hand, the whole of the Atlantic 
region may be said to be a problem area 
with a few isolated centres of relative 
prosperity. 

In fact, surely, there are more 
gradations than this suggests. Manitoba, 
for example, contains not only the ARDA 
inter-lake region but almost the whole of 
the north; a huge area characterized by 
under-development and all the economic 
and social problems that go with it. 

One of the first regional development 


programs in this country was PFRA. It 
is not excluded that this may ultimately 
come within the new. department. But 
although PFRA (and later MMRA) was 
4imited io a. particular area, it was 
edministered by ‘the department -of 
agriculture which had nation-wide re- 
sponsibilities, It would seem unsound to 
have the exact contrary; an-essentially 
regional department supervising pro- 
grams with application in many pro- 
vinces. 

Mr. Trudeau left the impression that 
his plan was still tentative in the sense 
that the department is still under study. 
But he left no doubt that the responsible 
minister would be expected to speak in 
cabinet from the specific standpoint of 
Atlantic development. (Presumably each 
province will also have its own minister 
as in tne past), In addition, the 
statement spoke of “gome decentraliza- 
tion of federal government services to 
the areas where their effort is com- 
mitted." As Mr. Trodeau emphasized 
that the largest commitment és in the 
eastern provinces, this would tend to 
give the new department even more of 
an Atlantic coloration.

IE United States’ approach to peace 

in Vietmam, as outlined here Mon- 
day by W. Averell Harriman, President. 
Johnson’s special negotiator, envisages 
two basic steps: 

1 Quarantining the war in the 
south, all outside intervention being 
removed. 

2, Attempting a 
political settlement 
through national rec- 
onciliation — i.e, ap- 
parently through de- 
natured coalition, 

Harriman pro 
poses to restore the 
demilitarized zone 
(DMZ) on either side . 
of the 17th Parallel 
as an effective buffer Frye 
area, thus shutting off infiltration of men 
and supplies through that route. He 
further asks. that the Laos accords of 
1962 be fully observed, which would dry 
up the flow of North Vietnamese men 
and supplies over the Ho Chi Minh trail. 
Revivified ‘inspection mechanisms, with 


. Asian participation, would, he suggests,

The combined effect of these mea- 
sures, if fully implemented, would be to 
render impractical a support action by 
Hanoi in the south.

has promised that when the North Viet 
namese have removed their influence, 
and the level of violence thus subsides, 
American forces would be withdrawn.

This, an Harriman’s view, would make 
possible a political settlement in which 
ali elements of South Vietnamese society 
would be brought into the political 
process, 

“All individuals, regardless of their 
past actions, may receive the full rights 
of citizenship,” he said. “All” was taken 
to include Communists. : 

Harriman was careful not to use the 
word “coalition,” whichis an anathema 
in Saigon. But “rights of citizenship” 
-obviously would include the right to hold 
office. ; 

Harriman implied, but did not ex- 
plicitly say, Communists would have to 
win office in a free election, 

This is not the only element in 
Harriman’s program which is unlikely to 
appeal fo Hanoi. 


Peaceful Participation 


The “Governor”, as he is still called, 
spoke as if he were confident Saigon 
would spontaneously open its-arms to full 
Communist participation in South Viet- 
nam’s future, provided only~ it were 
peaceful participation, Even Washington 
does net believe this, 

Harriman is known to feel a political 
settlement should in fact be hammered 
out primerily, if not exculsively, by the 
South Vietnamese themselves, the Saigon 
-government negotiating with the 


southern Communists. The present 
Saigon regime insists is will never do so. 

This may or may not be an in- 
flexible stand—steps are being taken to 
broaden the base of the government in 
Saigon—but even so, Hanoi ‘seems 
unlikely to be tempted by that distant a 
prospect of political compromise. 

At the very least, observers believe 
after studying the remarks of Xuan 
Thuy, North Vietnam's negotiator, Hanoi 
will .want the egg of a_ political 
settlement to precede the chicken of 
reduced and geographically-confined 
warfare. Harriman proposed the opposite 
sequence, 


To Great Lengths 
What Thuy said he wanted was much 


more sweeping. He demanded, in effect, . 


that the United States pull out and let 
Hanoi achieve its aim of overthrowing 
Saigon. He went to great lengths to 
argue the virtue of this objective, 

Thuy took a similarly sweeping 
position on virtually every other major 
issue, Hé professed to be monumentally 
uninterested in a two-sided reduction of 
the fighting.. = 

“Mutual de-escalation,””. he said, is 
“unacceptable.” The United States had 
escalated unilaterally, and must de- 
escalate unilaterally, he contended. 

Western, observers did not consider 
this even a particularly good’ propaganda 
effort. Each side was putting forth an 
asking price at the outset of a bargaining 
process, but Harriman, they thought, had 
made his appear ‘much the 
Feasonable, 


‘Giving No Consideration’ 


Calgary Albertan 


It is reassuring to note that the drive 
to boost exports has not prompted the 
provin¢e to consider selling water to the 
Unitea States. Agriculture Minister 
Harry Strom said last week that Alberta 
is “giving no consideration’ to the 
export of water to the U.S. He said he 
bélieved the same is true of Saskatche- 
wan. But, he could not say what 
Manitoba’s thoughts are on the subject. 

Accessibility to jarge quantites of 
water is becoming increasingly impor- 
tant. Rapidly expanding urban centres, 
for example, require extremely large 
water supplies daily. Urban water 
consumption is especially high during the 
hot summer months and it is important 
that reserve supplies be available. 

Then there is the question of 
agriculture. The importance of. the 
prairies as a vital food supplier is well 
known. The prime prairie products are 
dependent upon an adequate water 
supply. By and large this is obtained 
through normal rainfall and winter 
snows, But, what happens when the rains 


fail? A prolonged period of drought 
would turn the prairies into a vast dust 
owl as happened in the °30s. Water 
must be available for extensive irriga- 
tion, 

It is quite’ possible of course that 
Alberta and other provinces could afford 
to expoit some water to the U.S. But, 
before there can be any commitment to 
export water, extensive surveys will 
have to be made to determine the extent 
of the existing supply, and to predict 
possible supply trends and needs of the 


_ future, Fiven then, any decision about 


water exports will have to take into 
consideration the effect water diversion 
to the south will have on the over-all 
prairie water pattern. 

The fact that the three prairie 
provinces and the federal government 
are awaiting the completion of the 
jo intly-sponsored _ Saskatchewan-Nelson 
River study before diverting any water 
south would seem to - indicate — that 
caution will be the watchword in water 
dealings. We hope it stays that way. -

Man, the ‘Naked Ape, Can't 


Live Alone Nor Leave Alone 


By ARTHUR KOESTLER 


(Arthur Koestler received the $24,000 Sonning prize for his 
“contributions to European culture”, a prize set up in 1959 by 
a Danish newspaper and previously awarded to Bertrand 
Russell, Sir Winston Churchill and Sir Laurence Olivier. This is 
the text of his acceptance speech at Copenhagen University.) 


If one looks with’a cold eye at the mess man has 
made of history, it is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that he is afflicted by some built-in mental disorder 
which drives him toward self-destructeion. 

We know that among social animals fighting is a 
ritual ‘which stops short of serious injury. .The prey 
that the predator kills always belongs to a different 
species. ; 

Murder within the species, on an individual or 


collective scale, is a phenomenon unknown in the 
whole animal kingdom, except for man and a few 


varieties of ants and rats. 

Evidently something must 
have gone wrong at some 
point in the evolution of homo 
sapiens. But when we ask 
what “it is that has gone 
wrong, we usually get the 
dusty answer that all evil 
stems from the selfish, 
greedy, aggressive tendencies— 
in human nature, : 


That is the explanation that 
has been offered to us for the 
past 3,000 years by Hebrew 
prophets, Indian ‘sages, Chris- 
tian moralists and contem- 
porary psychoanalysts; but, 
speaking in all humility, I find 
this answer unconvincing and 
unsupported by the historical 
record, 

What the record indicates is 
that in the major disasters in 
our history, individual aggres- 
siveness for selfish motives 
played an almost negligible 
part compared to unselfish 
loyalty and devotion to tribe, 
nation, religion or political 
ideology. 

Tribal wars, national wars, 


civil wars, religious wars, 
world wars are waged in the 
purported interest of the 
community, not of the indi- 
vidual, to decide issues that 
are far removed from the 
personal self-interest of the 
combatants, 


No doubt the lust for rape 
and plunder provided delight- 
ful incentives for a minority, 
tut for the great majority the 
primary motive was. fanatic 
loyalty, to the point of self- 
sacrifice to king and country, 
leader or group. 

In other words, the main 
trouble with man appears to 
be not that he is an exces- 
Sively aggressive creature, 
but an excessively loyal and 
devoted creature. He seems to 
have a stronger biological 
need than any other species to 
belong,| to:attach himself to a 
Person, a group or idea, to 
transcend the claustrophobic 
confines of his self. He cannot 
jive alone and he cannot leave 
alone, 


Infant Dependence 


One possible reason for this 
tendency may be the pro- 
tracted helplessness and de- 
pendence of the human infant. 
Another reason may be the 
increased dependénce on soli- 
darity and co-operation of our 
primate ancestors when they 
took from the forest to the 
plains and turned into car- 
nivorous hunters of prey 
bigger and faster than them- 
selves. 

Primate societies living in 
the wild are also held together 
by strong bonds, and groups 
of the same primate species 
living in different localities 
may also develop different 
traditions and customs, But 
the cohesive bonds within 
primate families do not grow 
into neurotic attachments, the 
cohesive forces within pri- 
mate groups do not attain. the 
intensity and fervor of tribal 
feeling, and the differences 
between primate groups of the 
Same species do not lead to 
violent conflicts. 

Only in homo sapiens did 
the cohesive forces within the 
group develop into fanatical 


loyalty to tribe, totem-and-its — 


later symbolic equivalents; 
and only in our species did the 
repellent forces between 
groups develop into intra- 
Specific warfare. 

What I am trying to suggest 
is that. the aggressive, self- 
assertive tendencies in the 
emotional life of the human 
individual are less dangerous 
to the species than his self- 
transcending or integrative 
tendencies. 

Most civilizations 
out our history have been 
quite successful in taming 
individual aggressiveness and 
teaching the young how to 
sublimate their self-assertive 
impulses. But we have tragi- 
cally failed to achieve a 
Similar sublimation and 
canalization of the self-trans-_ 
cending emotions. 

The number of victims of 
individual crimes committed 
in any period of history is 
insignificant compared to the 
masses cheerfully sacrificed, 
majorem gloriam, in blind 
devotion to the true religion, 
dynasty or political system. 


Attachment Urge 


When we speak of “blind 
devotion,” we implicitly 
recognize the uncritical.nature 
of the self-transcending urge 
in forming attachments to a 
person, group, race, flag or 
system of beliefs, 

Every man is an island, 
craving to become attached to 
the mainland—or an atom 
with a free valency in search 
of a chemical bond. 


A privileged .minority may 
achieve  self-transcendence 
through the oceanic feeling of 
the mystic, or the cathartic 
experiences mediated by the 
pursuit of science and art. But 
history—shows-that-for—the 
vast majority of-mankind the 
only outlet for this longing to 
belong is a primitive form of 
identification with a social 
group and with the system of 
beliefs which it represents. 


There is an essential differ- 
ence between such primitive 
identification and -the mature 
forms_of social whole; identi- 
fication implies a—-partial—or 
toval sacrifice of both, a 
surrender of the critical facul- 
ties and of moral responsi- 
bility. In-some respects it 
‘ represents a regression. to 
infancy or even to the 
“womb” of the Church, as the 
saying goes; in other respects 
it resembles, the hypnotic 


rapport; in extreme cases it 
produces the phenomena of 
mass hysteria in overt or la- 
tent form, 

One need not by a physi- 
caily present in a crowd to be 
affected by crowd mentality; 
it permeates the whole intel- 
lectual climate, like radio- 
active fallout, even in the 
privacy of one’s bathroom. 

Thus during the most of 
human history, the self-trans- 
cerding urges of the indi- 
vidual could only express 
themselves through. devotion 
to a_narrowly defined group, 
with which he identified him- 
self to the hostile exclusion of 
other. groups; as a result, the 
disruptive forces have always 
dominated the forces of co- 
hesion in our species as a 
whole, 3 

The main peril of self- 

transcending devotion is that 
it frequently acts as a vehicle 
for a vicarious, unselfish kind 
of aggression. 
We enter into—an identi- 
ficatory rapport with the hero 
on the movie screen, and as a 
result hate. the perfidious 
villain; our anger is a vicari- 
ous emotion experienced on 
behalf of another person who 
does nv even really exist, and 
yet we produce all the physi- 
cal symptoms of a_ true 
emotion. 


Unselfish Emotion : 


Similarly, the emotion dis- 
played by a crowd of demon- 
strators is an unselfish type of 
emotion derived- from the 
identification of the individual 
with the group. 

When alone, man is inclined 
to act in his: own interest, 
regardless of others; when 
identified with a group, the 
situation is reversed. The 
egotism of the group feeds on 
the altruism of its members. 

Humar. history is pock- 
marked with the scars of this 
infernal dialectic. As to its 
origins, some clues are per- 
haps provided by the biologi- 
cal factors previously men- 
tioned—the long infantile de- 
pendence and strong. social 
interdependence characteristic 
of our species, : 

There is alsd the peculiar 
ability of the human brain to 
sustain belief-systems, rooted 
in emotion, which are in- 
compatible and in frequent 
ecnflict with its reasoning 
faculties. The result is the 
split-minded, quasi-schizo- 


phrenic mentality, which 
seems to be inherent in man’s 
condition and is reflected in 
his absurd and tortured 
history. 5 

Let me mention briefly two 
further factors which seem to 
be equally basic to the human 
predicament. The first is the 
emergence of language as an 
exclusively human blessing 
ani curse, | 

Language promotes -com- 
munication and understanding 
within the group, but it also 
accentuates the differences in 
tradition and beliefs between 
groups, and erects separative 
barriers between tribes, 
nations, regions, social 
classes, 

The Tower of Babel is an 
archetypal sympbol of the 
process which turns the bless- 
ing into a curse and prevents 
man from _ reaching into 
heaven, According to Mar- 
garet Mead, among the 2 
million aborigines in New 
Guinea, 750 different lan- 
guages are spoken in 750 


The natural sciences in recent years have created a 
revolutionary change in the way in which man looks 
at himself and his social habits. A flood of books, 
“The Naked Ape”, “On Aggression”, “The Territorial 
Imperative”, “African Genesis”, and others, have 
brought man face to face with his animal nature and, 
particularly, his inheritance from his anthropoid an- 
cestors. Some of the philosophical and practical im- 
plications of geological, zoological and palaentological 
findings in the heart of Africa, now generally rec- 
ognized as the cradle of the human race, are reflected 
in the accompanying article by Arthur Koestler.

Even more dangerous, how>~ 


ever, than the divisive effect 
of different vocabularies is 
the power of language to 
crystallize the implicit habits 
and-ways—of-life-of different 
communities into explicit doc- 
trines and moral imperatives. 

If the citizens of Lilliput 
had. not been blessed with 
language, they could not have 
fottght-a~war on the question 
of which end to break the egg 


“because they would not have 


been aole to transforma habit 
into. an ideology, ; 

Equal. in importance to the 
discovery of language and of 


the uSe of tools is man’s 
discovery of death. But we 
should rather say: the dis- 
covery of death by the 
intellect and its rejection by 
instinct. 

Instinct takes existence for 
granted and cannot conceive 
of non-existence. The refusal . 
to accept death as a natural 
and final phenomenon became 
a dominant motive in all 
human ‘cultures, and a para- 
digm of the split mind. It 
populated the atmosphere 
with invisible presences, most 
of them malevolent or at 
least capricious and unpre- 
dictable, who had. to be 
propitiated and appeased at a 
heavy price. 


Human Sacrifices 


‘The institution of human 
sacrifice is a phenomenon 


curiously neglected by anthro- 
pologists, although it is found 
in every part of the world at 
the dawn of civilization, and 
even at the height of pre- 
Columbian cultures. _It__ is 
epitomized in one of the early 
chapters. of Genesis, where 
Abraham prepares to cut the 
throat of his son. out of sheer 
love of God. 

The ubiquity of human 
sacrifice is one of the earliest 
manifestations of the paranoid 
trend in. the human psyche. 

The forms changed, but the 
trend persisted throughout the 
holy massacres of history, 
culminating in the genocidal 
enterprises of our time. 

Even the promise of eternal 
life was offered only to a 
small minority of mankind, at 
the price of eternal torment 
for the vast majority. _Para- 
dise was an exclusive country 
club; but the gates of hell 
were open to all. 

There is, of course, a 
Teverse_side of the medal. 
Devotion is not always  mis- 
guided, language produced the 
treasures in our libraries, the 
discovery of death is the 
foundation on which pyramids 
and cathedrals were built. 

However, we are now con- 
cerned not with the glory of 


Fault in 


Evolution proceeds by trial 
and error, so we ought not to 
be surprised if it turned out 
that there is some construc- 
tion fault in the circuitry that 
we carry inside our skulls, 
which would explain the un- 
holy mess we have made of 


our history. 


The ultimate cause may be 
the exceptionally rapid. growth 
of the hominid braifi in the 
course of the past half-million 
years — a phenomenon which 
seems to be unique in evoh- 
tionary history. 

‘The brain explosion in the 
second half of the Pleistocene 
Seems also to have followed

We may have. seen these 
curves in learned magazines, 
but none of us has seen a 
curve representing progress in 
theoretical and applied ethics. 
The reason is, presumably, 
that there is no progress to 
report since the days when 
Buddha sat under the banyan 
tree, waiting for his oxcart. 

In contrast. to the exponen- 
tial curve, which shows at 
first a slow, then an ever 
steeper rise until it seems to 
rocket into the sky, the 
missing ethical curve— would 
show.a blurred, wavy: line 
with inconclusive ups and 
downs, and would never get 
off the ground. This contrast 
provides us with a simple 
over-all view.of our history; it 
reflects the consequences of 
the split mind. 


Circuitry 

a relatively crude-and primi- 
tive system, by archaic struc- 
tures in the brain whose 
fundamental pattern has 
undergone but little change in 
the whole course of evolution 
from mouse to man. 

The consequences of this 
built-in schizophysiology range 
from so-called normal be- 
havior, where emotional bias 
distorts our reasoning only 
within. tolerable limits, 
through neurotic and psy- 
chotic disorder in the indi- 
vidual, to the collectively held 
beliefs in irrational causes to 
which we are emotionally 
committed in blind de¥otion 
and militant enthusiasm.

Russell once said, how to 
persuade humanity to acqui- 
esce in its own survival. The 
thermonuclear reaction; once 
invented, cannot be dis- 
invented, and the Pandora’s 
boxes of biological warfare 
are just waiting to be opened. 
One. cannot play Russian 
roulette for long. 

The biological evolution of 
Man seems to have come to a 
standstill, at least since Cro- 
Magnon days; since we can- 
not in the foreseeable future 
expect a change in human 
nature to arise by a spon- 
taneous mutation, our »nly 
hope seems to be to discover 
techniques which supplant bio- 
logical evolution and provide a 
cure f6F~our collective ail- 
ments. 

Recent advances 
sciences. of life seem to 
indicate that once man 
decides to take his fate into 
his own hands, that possibility 
will be within his reach.

Fall-Out 
Problem 
Solved?

WASHINGTON — Two 
recent American underground 
atomic tests have demon- 
Strated that an almost.fgihout- 
free nuclear explosive is 
within the grasp of the United 
States. 

Long talked about, a super- 
clean atomic explosive has 


, eluded U.S. atomic experts for 
' Most of the past decade. Now, 


after-years of patient 
struggle, the U.S. has appar- 
ently been able to build an 
atomic explosive that releases 
so little radioactivity that 
people nearby would not be 
harmed or’ equipment con- 
taminated by it. 

What this means; atomic 
experts claim, is that a 
harbor could’ be excavated or 
« canal dug. with nuclear 
explosives, “We've been talk- 
ing about doing it for years,” 


“Said ofie Expert, “but now we 


could really get down and dig 
a second Panama Canal with 
atomic explosives.” 

What has convinced them 
are the results of two nuclear 
excavation tests carried out 
early this year at the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Nevada 
test site, 100 miles northwest 
of Las Vegas. 

The first was the explosion 
Jan. 26 of a single 2.5-kiloton 
device code-named Cabriolet, 
which -was buried 170 feet 
below the desert floor and 
which produced a crater 125 
feet deep and 400° feet in 
diameter. 


Big Ditch ; 
Nicknamed Buggy, the sec- 

ond shot took place March 12 

end involved the detonation of 


. five-kiloton explosives buried 


135 feet deep and spaced 150 
feet apart..This row experi-, 
ment dug a ditch 80 feet deep, 
300 feet wide and 900 feet 
long. 

. What pleased the AEC 
about both shots was not so 
much the size of the holes 
they dug but the small 
amount of radioactive debris 
they both threw out. 

“Fallout was confined in 
both cases to an area no more 
than a few hundred yards 
from the craters,” said one 
source, “and radiation right 
at the source could not even 
be detected three days after 
the shots.” 

The key to what one AEC 
official calls the “Ivory Soap 
bomb (99 and 44-100ths per 
cent pure)” has been the 
small size of the explosives 
used. 


——“tWhat we have now,” a 


source said, “‘is a very small 
thermonuclear explosive trig- 
gered by a really tiny fission 
device,” which is the source 
of most radiation in atomic 


energy. 

The details. of both the 
bomb and its trigger are 
secret, but one official ‘said 
the U.S. can now construct a 
100-kiloton (equal to 100,000 
tons of TNT) device less than 
a foot in diameter that, if 
exploded just below the 
ground, would release no 
more than 20 tons of radio- 
active dirt, dust and debris to 
the immediate surroundings. 

The next step in the AEC’s 
Plowshare program (as the 
excavation tests are called) 
will come early next year 
when a 10-kiloton shot 
dubbed Schooner is set off at 
the Nevada test site, 


For Diggin 

If Pre a to the 
AEC’s satisfaction, it might 
not be much longer before the 
AEC goes to the nation with a 
Plan to use atomic explosives 
for digging purposes. 

Just what that plan might 
be is anybody’s guess right 
now, but schemes mentioned 
in the past include digging a 
Tail and highway through the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains into 
California’s Mohave Desert 
and trenching out a harbor at 
Cape Thompson in northern 
Alaska. 

What most friends of Plow- 
share want to see is the use of 
atomic explosives to dig a sea- 
level inter-oceanic canal 
through the American 
Isthmus. 

A second canal has long 
been needed to take - the 
growing burden off the 
Panama Canal, which is not 
only out of date because-of its 
complex locks system but also 
because it is simply not wide 
enough te accommodate the 
world’s growing armada of 
huge ocean-going tankers. 
geA nuclear excavation. 
through the Panamanian 
Isthmus would cost almost $1 
billion, but a conventional 
trench dug across the same 
route might cost three times 
that and take five times 
longer. 

Polities and emotions aside, 
the main drawback to an 
atomic-dug canal has, been 
how to contain radioactivity, 
especially. in the narrow 
American Isthmus where 
winds could blow even small 
amounts of radioactive debris 
across .national borders in a 
violation of the limited test 
ban treaty. 

But AEC officials feel now 
that their “Ivory Soap” bomb 
is the answer, at least to this 
problem. ‘‘We could really get 
to. work on a canal,” an AEC 
source said, “‘in less than five

SALISBURY (AP) — 
Sia plans to increase its white 
population of 230,000 by 10,000 
newcomers. this year, yet its 
Massive black labor force is 
suffering from unemployment.

The economic restrictions im- 
posed by other countries have 
forced Rhodesia to diversity in- 
dustries. Many essential goods, 
once imported, now are locally 
manufactured. This opens new 
jobs for skilled white workers. 

British, European and North 


Rhode-} American- white workers are 
being sought. 

A government spokesman 
says the target figure is more 
than double the 1967 inflow of 
4,142 immigrants. In the first 
two months of this year a rec- 
ord 2,000 residence permits 
were issued to neweomers. 

Even South Africa is losing 
white workers to Rhodesia. Dur- 
ing January and February, 736 
white South Africans crossed 
into Rhodesia to work and live 
while 376 went the other way, 
back home, 

While Rhodesian whites contin- 
ue to enjoy a reasonably high 
standard of living, demands for 
black labor have dropped in 
many agricultural areas.

A $300,000 plan to stop flood 
and -erosion control of the 
Tsolum River in Courtenay was 
unveiled Tuesday in a prelimi- 
nary report by the provincial 
government. : 

The report is the result of a 
survey done by the B.C. Water 
Resources Service under A, R, 
D. Robertson and was requested 
by the Tsolum River committee, 
a group of land owners on the 
river bank. 

The Tsolum River carries the 
runoff from the north-easterly 
slopes of the Forbidden ‘Plateau 
area and drains in a south- 
easterly direction towards 
Courtenay where it joins the 
Puntledge River. 

The report outlines river bank 
erosion as the most serious

problem in the Tsolum River 
valley. Air photographs indicate 
actual loss of land of about 12 
acres in 10 years. 

Recommended is construction 
of bank protection against a 
flood plus a dam at Wolf Lake 
to provide storage for summer 
irrigation. 

Cost would be $285,500. 

Wolf Lake is located in the 
Tsolum watershed and drains 
into the river’ by way of 
Headquarters Creek. , 

The report calls for financial 
assistance for the project under 


Herbert Hurford of Courtenay,

|committee, said the objective of 
|the group is to find a solution to 
flood and erosion. Irrigation, 
recreation, fishery enhancement 
end pollution contro] ate other 
problems.

The report lists two other 
alternative solutions. Cost of 
these alternatives range from 
$275,000 to just over $300,000.

The pen and ink line 
drawings of Nancy Edell are 
highly complex personal 
statements. 

Mrs. Fdell's drawings and

Mrs. Edeli took a degree.in 
art from the University ‘of 
Omaha and graduate courses 
at the University of Nebraska. 

Ber irterest in art was 
coupled with an incerest in 
danre. 

To some degree, these con- 
cerns are. reflected in her 
work. “I have a great interest 
in the human body and 
pethaps some _ kinesthetic 
awareness,” she says. 

“When I do these little 
drawings, they just come 
out—are almost automatic, 
not really cerebral at all. 


‘Must Flow’ 


“I just have to let it flow 
out, even the composition 
when I’m really turned on. 
But if I start tampering 
with it consciously, it doesn't 
real'y work. In these drawings 
there are so many small 
things going on, and in the 
best ones. they just seem to 
flow.”’ 

Mrs. Edell’s work 
highly compact, “and all 
these little things contribute 
to the composition that it 
would be difficult to just sit 
there and plan it.”’ 

Growing up in Nebraska, 
Mrs. Fidell, at university was 
not influenced by the pop art 
that was then the rage on the 
coasts. “Everyone in the 
midwest was still under the 
influence of abstract expres- 
sionism,” she says, ‘‘and 
thrt’s how I stumbled along. 

“My work was too general- 
ized, waguely romantic, 
vaguely sexual but really it 
had not form—it was not 
specific enough.

ANCIENT MAYAN CITY 


1,000 - Year-Old 


Treasure Found 


CHICHEN ITZA (Reuters) 
— Archaeologists have un- 
earthed a gold, jade and 
copper treasure, “more than 
1,10 years old, from a human 
sacrificial site at this ancient 
Mayan city in Mexico. 

Worth an estimated $50,- 
000,000 and of incalculable 
historical value, the treasure 
was taken from a sacred well 
together with the skulls of 
young children sacrificed to 
appease Chac, the Mayan god 
of water. 

The find threw new light on 
the highly-developed Mayan 
civilization that flourished. in 
the Yucatan Peninsula .and 
parts of Guatemala and Hon- 
duras from the fourth to the 
10th century AD. 

Although they. never 
achieved the highly organized 
political structure of the Incas 
and Aztees, the Mayans were 
far more advanced than other 
early American. cultures in 
the development of picture 
writing, a calendar and 
knowledge. of astronomy. 

The treasure was embedded 
in a 18-foot layer of clay at 
the bottom of a 60-foot deep 
pool. It was excavated by an 
expedition sponsored by the 
Mexican Institute of Anthro- 
pology end History. 

Dressed .in splendid robes 
@nd adorned with copper, gold 
and jade jewelry, the victims 
were ceremoniously killed 
with a knife thrust into the 
heart and then hurled from a 
precipice into the well. 

Golden idols, sculpture, 
bells and furniture were 
thrown in after them.

The scientists added that the 
reported radioactivity coun't 
was far below the danger level 
for humans. Initial reports of 
the possible contamination al, 
ready have set off new demands 
from. the Socialist opposition 
that U.S. nuclear powered ships 
be barred from Japan. 

The U.S. embassy declined to 
comment on- Kimura’s state- 
ment, but. the U.S. state and 
navy departments said earlier 
they are satisfied’ that the 
Swordfish was not responsible 
for the increase in radioactivity. 

The submarine was at Sasebo, 
550 miles southwest of Tokyo, 
May 2-11 for leave for the crew. 
The ‘Japanese nuclear speci- 
alists took their radioactivity 
reading May 6. 

The state department said 
three investigators from. the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion would arrive in Japan 
Wednesday to help the Japanese 
scientists investigate the cause 
of the increased radioactivity.

@ Few of the rooms have| 
any provision for patients’ 
clothes. 

@ Communal toilet facilities 
“leave a great deal to be 
@esired.”” “In one room with 
five toilets there is no hand 
sink.” 

@ “Patients must pass 

through the main corridor to the 
next adjacent room where sinks 
are located. This is a poor 
rrangement in terms of human 
dignity and a dangerous prac- 
thee from the infection control 
point of view.”

“Many of the pieces in the 
show ‘are a combination of 
sgraffito and encaustic, a 
term which entails heating 
wax with color inté the 
surface." 

The show has already been 
exhibited in Ottawa and Van- 
couver but a number of recent 
works not previously on view 
have: been included. 

Mr, Siebner has been work- 
ing with sgraffito for many 
years — one of his murals has 
been designed for the new 
provincial museum, 

The works have many dif- 
ferent forms — some can be 
used as plaques, some are 
semi-sculuture and some 
sgraffiti figures carved into a 
stone surface. 


Mother Rock 

One huge piece that weighs 
nearly 250 pounds, Mr. Siebner 
calls a “mother stone — you 
can lean on io it.”

“It satisfies 
all three images — painter, 
sculptor and graphic artist.

The premier released a letter 
to Mr. Crosbie which charged 
him with being disloyal__and 
trying to use his political office 
to further the business interests 
of his family. 

Mr. Crosbie said in a letter of 
resignation that he found ‘‘there 
is only one master’’ in the prov- 
incial cabinet. “The views of 
one man, yourself, must always 
prevail.”

FOR OUTDOORSMEN 
VINYL MAPS BEAT 
MOISTURE HAZARD

On Stan Williamson's map, 
Victoria is wumderneath the 
side-plate beside the cereal 
bowl. 

The rest of southeastern 
British Columbia is spread 
across the breakfast table. 

Sounds like a strange place 
for a map? Well, it was until 
Mr. Williamson put seven 
years of thinking into action 
and began producing vinyl 
maps of the province. 

He’s been advertising them 
since October as. tablecloths, 
great for teaching the kids 
geography. They just sit there 
looking over the map instead 
of looking boredly around the 
room—and learn the geog- 
raphy of their province. 

But that isn’t -why he 
started making the maps. 
Originally; the idea was to 
produce a map the hunter 
couldn’t get wet and soggy. 

Fed up with wet and torn 
maps during frequent fishing 
expeditions throughout B.C., 
Mr. . Williamson hit on his 
notion and began studying it. 
LONG RESEARCH 

He went to libraries and 
spent weeks reading about 
silkscreen (painting designs 
through a screen of silk) 
process, 

Vinyl and ballpoint pen ink 
are both the same basic 
material, he thought, so why 
not bring them together? 

He went to firms that used 
the process to see if they 
could. get the accuracy he 
wanted, There is a shrinkage 
of the silk used for patterns, 
and this would take away the 
accuracy of the. maps. 

Finally Mr. Williamson de- 
veloped his own process— 
unequalled in the industry for 
fineness. 

_His maps aren't like others 
that have been printed, in one 
color and out of scale. He 
worked from the begirining 
with the B.C. department of 
recreation and has reproduced 
faithfully their own survey 
maps, 

And to top it all off, He's 
added sorne small lakes and 
roads into fishing spots that 
he knows about himself.

In addition, he has marked 
all campsites in .the areas. 
covered by the maps and 
indexed them. 

APPROVED MAP 

After selling out his metal 
manufacturing business and 
researching his idea for years, 
he now has a map approved 
by the province that won't fall 
apart when its dropped in the 
water, 

It can be wiped clean, or 
put through the washing ma- 
chine. The only things that 
might mar the finish are 
strong cleansers or bleach. 

Mr. Williamson hopes to 
have maps covering the cen- 
tral and northern parts of 
B.C. into production by next 
fall. And soon after that to be 
turning out accurate copies of 
navigation charts. 

The-whole enterprise was a 
matterof- persistence, from 
the time the idea first occured 
to him until] the first map was 
turned out. 

He used to carry maps in 
his travel trailer, spread on 
the table and covered with a 
sheet of clear plastic. One day 
the plastic slipped off the 
table unnoticed and someone 
spilled coffee over his maps. 

“It hit me then that I could 
use plastic for the maps 
themselves.” 

Once he had developed his 
technique for accuracy—it is 
still a close secret—he was 
turned .down by all the silk 
screen processors he talked 
tt. 

DUMPED IN STREAM 

He began to think of 
dropping the whole idea—until 
a bridge fell from under him 
on a fishing trip and dumped 
his jeep into a stream: The 
only thing open was -his 
mapcase. 

“I said then ‘T’'ll get this son- 
of-a-gun on the road.’ ” 

"He did. He formed -Open 
Trails Industries Ltd, of New 
Westminster. 

He has the maps, and vinyl 
fish and animals he has 
designed, on display at the 
Jaycee fair this week. 

And two local stores picked 
them up to sell after seeing 
them at the fair.

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Voting Reports 


Raise Eyebrows 


Children Marking Ballots 
At Tory, Grit Nominations? 


OTTAWA (CP) — Reports of| 
children and outsiders casting 
ballots in local nominating 
meetings have raised some eye- 
brows here, but both Liberal 
and Conservative officials say 
they have no plans to clamp 
down, 


Only the NDP of the three 
largest parties has country-wide 
regulations on voting eligibility. 
The Liberals and Conservatives 
traditionally have left this to the 
riding association to a large ex- 
tent. 

The NDP has a minimum age 
of 18 years. 

“We try to keep the teeney- 
boppers within the youth 
groups,"’ says the party's feder- 
al secretary, Cliff Scotton. 

Senator Richard Stanbury. 
president of the National Liber- 
al Federation, says. his party 
has pressed local associations to 
adopt age and residence restric- 
tions and most have done so. 

But the federation can't 
“move in’’ on those who have 
not, he says. 

“It's true that some ridings 
will mess up the situation. But 
our attitude is that if we had 
central control it would only be 
messed up by experts, 

BLAME ‘AMATEUR’ 

“We'd just as soon the ama- 
teurs. messed it up.’’

Cool’ Plants Gradually 


By HILDA BEASTALL 
The home gardener who is raising ger- 
aniums and tuberous begonias for outside 


planting will be wanting-.to put-the- plants 


outdoors. Since they have 
been raised in the house, 
or in a greenhouse, the | 
plants will be well ad- 
vanced and it may seem 
logical that they are big | 
enough to go into planters # 
or into borders. 

We must remember, how-- 4 
ever, that the home tem- 
perature at night is usually 
above 60 dégs. F., while 
outdoors during the last 


nights ground-level thermometers have regi- 
stered lows between 31 and 38 degs. F. 

If the plants are in an unheated green- 
house with vents partly open at night, and 
all vents and doors wide open from early 
morning, the begonias and geraniyms will 
be in a better condition for putting out. 


ss 


In either case, the pots should be stood 
outside during the day to get them accus- 
tomed to wind movement over the leaves: 

The first thing noticeable is that they will 
require watering perhaps twice during the 
day if in small pots. On overcast nights, the 
plants can be left outside unless frost is 
expected at dawn. 

Taking them in and out for a few days 
will soon prove whether indoor temperatures 
have been too high. If growth is soft and 
weak ‘it will beeome limp, and there’s not 
much to do except cut down on water, keep 
in strong light, out of wind and in a cool 
temperature. 

If the plants are strong, gradually get 
them used to outdoors. By the end of the 
month, it should be’ safe to put themi out 
permanently. 

After spending the summer outdoors 
tuberous -begonias and geraniums will take 
several light frosts without flinching, but not 
in spring when their growth is soft from 
indoor living. -

Shingle 
Pain

When the trouble occurs in 
other partsof the. body, itis 
called. herpes. Sometimes it 
comes on the side of the face 
and in rare cases it attacks 
the eyeball. Fortunately, 
toiay we have a good drug 
which tends to protect the 
eyehall. 

Many people ask what their 
shingles are due to, and the 
anvwer is that they are due to 
the virus of chicken pox. 
Some men today suspect that 
people who had chicken pox in 
their youth have kept the 
virus in their body until they 
get eljerly and then the virus 
started growing again, and 
made the row of blisters. The 
impression is that the virus 
has damaged the ganglion 
(node on the nerve) perhaps 
alongside the spinal cord, 

What is curious is that when 
@ young person gets shingles, 
the little blisters generally 
dry up in 10 days, and that is 
the end of the trouble, except 
for the fact that the blisters 
can leave scars. But unfortu- 
nately, in older people, after 
the blisters heal, the “person 
can go on having miserable 
pain for a year or more, and 
there is nothing curative that 
we doctors know of. Because 
the disease is apparently in 
the spinal cord or even in the 
brain, it is useless to cut out 
the scarred skin or to cut the 
nerve to this bit of skin. That’ 
has been tried many times, 
but it does no good. 

~ * * 

Today, about all we know to 
do is to give pain-relieving 
drugs. I have found Pereodan 
is an excellent one, Some 
doctors are afraid of it 
because it is related to 
codeine, but the funny thing 
about that is that in my 63 
years of experience I have 
never geen. anyone with a 
codeine habit. Some people 
even hate codeine because it 
makes them jittery and badly 
constipated. Actually, I have 
been prescribing Pereodan for 
some two years now, and I 
have not seen any sign of 
addiction, What I do in these 
cases is to give the person 
three or four pain relievers 
and have him shift from one 
to another so as not to run 
any risk of an addiction.

Among men aged over 30, 
there are more war veterans in 
Victoria area than anywhere 
else in Canada,—41.8 per cent. 

And a good proportion of 
therm will object to any proposal 
to transfer Veterans’ Hospital to 
community jurisdiction. 

There might be a storm 
brewing because the recent 
Agnew, Peckham report on local 
hospitals not only recommended 
integration of the hospital with 
Royal Jubilee, it labelled the 
“Vets” as obsolete and gave it 
a black eye in terms of patient 
facilities, 

Veterans, backed by their 
senior organization, the Royal 
Canadian Legion won't take this 
condemnation lightly, 


‘DISTURBED’ 

A former Legion zone com- 
mander, Car] Fallas of 3041 
Donald says the Legion is 
disturbed at attempts to take 
the hospital from 
effairs and turn 
community authorities. 

He has asked Legion repre- 
sentation here May 29 when Dr. 
K. S, Ritchie, director-general 
of treatment services meets 
with the medical advisory board 
of the hospital and Royal 
Jubilee and B.C,. health and 
welfare officials. 

The Legion can be expected to 
point out that the bulk of World 
War II veterans are still. to 
arrive at the age when they will 
depend most heavily on the Vets 
for hospital care. 

And that’s when the Legion is 
liable to be told that unless the 
federal department is ready to 
almost completely rebuild the 
Vets, its patients would prob- 
ably be better off in a more
